CAR  DRIVERS  MUST 
SECURE  LICENSES 

Student  drivers  have  until  Feb. 
27  to  purchase  1954  Utah  license 
plates  or  obtain  validating  stick- 
ers if  they  have  already  pur- 
chased out-of-state  plates,  stated 
officials  of  the  Utah  State  Tax 
Commission,  Saturday. 

New  plates  must  be  displayed 
March  1. 

Out-of-state  students,  who 
have  their  license  plates  should 
request  a letter  from  the  regis- 
trar stating  they  are  full-time 
students.  Upon  preservation  of 
t.he  letter  to  the  Tax  Commis- 
sion they  receive  a sticker, 
which  may  be  renewed  each 
quarter.  Otherwise  they  must 
purchase  Utah  license  plates. 

All  students,  however,  must 
have  a Utah  driver’s  license  to 
drive  legally  in  the  state.

Proposed  Amendmeitfs  Would  Change

First  proposals  for  constitutional  amendments  to  affect  the  Legislative  Council  were  aired  before 
the  student  legislative  .body  this  week.  The  proposals  would  affect  the  representation,  organization, 
sessions  and  duties  of  the  body. 

Presented  as  recommendation^  by  the  Committee  o.n  Student  Government,  the  proposals  listed  the 
changes  in  four  major  areas.  The  report  emphasized  that  the  method  of  choosing  representatives

should  change,  with  a new  em- 
phasis on  a more  proportional 
system.  The  committtee  recom- 
mended that  representatives  be 
chosen  from  the  colleges  on  a 
proportional  basis,  although  this 
met  with  some  opposition  by  coun- 
cil members. 

Major  Changes 

One  of  the  major  changes  pro 
posed  was  a recommendation  that 
Legislative  Council  meet  in  quar- 
terly session  of  from  an  hour  to 
an  hour  and  a half  a day  until 
the  legislative  calendar  for  that 
quarter  was  cleared.  This  propos- 
al would  enable  student  legis- 
lators to  develop  coherent  legis- 
lative programs  and  to  follow  it 
through  without  the  two  week  in- 
tervals which  now  occur  between 
meetings. 

The  committee  also  recom- 
mended in  the  report  that  both 
scheduling  and  the  student  bud- 
get be  cleared  through  the  legis- 
lature. Both  a scheduling  com- 
mittee and  a budget  committee 
should  be  established  in  the  Coun- 
cil, stated  the  report,  and  these 
committees  should  examine  sched- 
uling and  budgetary  problems  ad- 
vanced by  the  executive  branch 
of  the  government  before  pass- 
ing them  on  to  the  Legislature 
for  approval.  , 

Other  Proposed  Changes 

Other  proposed  changes  would 
make  the  first  vice-president  of 
the  student  body  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  Legislative  Council, 
and  would  relieve  the  student 
body  president  of  his  responsibil- 
ities in  this  area. 

The  committee  emphasized  that 
these  proposals  were  only  pro- 
posals, but  the  point  was  also 
brought  out  that  needed  changes 
should  be  in  the  formative  stage. 

An  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution may  be  initiated  by  a two 
thirds  vote  of  the  Legislative 
council,  but  must  receive  a two 
thirds  majority  of  the  student 
vote  in  secret  election  to  become 
part  of  the  Constitution.

Zoology  Publication  Off  Press; 
Features  Plant  and  Animal  Life 

“The  Great  Basin  Naturalist,”  a publication  of  the  Zoology  and 
Entomology  department,  is  just  off  the  press,  according  to  Dr. 
Vasco  Tanner,  editor. 

Published  from  one  to  four  times  a year,  and  containing  original 
and  heretofore  unpublished  manuscripts,  the  journal  is  devoted  to 
the  plant  and  animal  life,  of  the  ^Western  United  States,  and  in  par- 
ticular the  Great  Basin  area.  As 
an  exception  one  publication  con- 
tained articles  dealing  with  the 
reptile  life  of  Korea. 

Series  of  Articles 
The  current  issue,  under  the  ed- 
itorship of  Dr.  Tanner,  contains 
five  original  articles,  including 
number  eight  in  a series  on  "the 
Pacific  Islands  herpetology  (rep- 
tile life)  by  the  editor. 

One  article  reports  the  obser- 
vations of  a new  species  of  aco- 
matacasus  (a  chigger). 

To  illustrate  the  type  of  auth- 
orship in  the^  “Naturalist”  note 
that  the  contributions  come  from 
Brigham  Young  Universiy,  the 
University  of  Utah,  Iowa  State 
College  and  Adams  College  in 
Colorado. 

Valuable  Book 

According  to  Dr.  Tanner,  the 
“Naturalist”  is  of  great  value  be- 
cause of  original  material  and 
also  because  it  contains  the  ob- 
servations and  descriptions  of 
many  new  species  of  life  in 
the  plant  and  animal  world  in 
this  Western  area.  It,  further- 
more, has  a wide  distribution  in 
the  colleges,  museums,  and 
schools  of  our  nation  and  foreign 
countries. 

The  first  part  of  volume  one 
was  published  in  1939.  From  the 
introductory  note  of  that  first 
issue  comes  the  “why”  of  the 
“Great  Basin  Naturalist”:  “It  has 
been  apparent  for  some  time 
that  such  a publication  would  be 
of  service,  as  an  outlet  for  the 
results  of  research,  to  the  work- 
ers at  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity, as  well  as  other  investi- 
gators of  this  region.” 

Further  Excerpts 
A further  excerpt  from  the 
introductory  note  reveals  that 
fauna  of  this  region  is  *far  from 
being  well  known.  The  natural 
habitats  are  fast  becoming 
changed  due  to  grazing  of  live- 
stock, agricultural  activities,  for- 
est fires  and  floods.” 

This  is  the  only  journal  deal- 
ing with  this  type  of  material  in 
the  intermountain  area,  said  Dr. 
Tanner. 


Skousen  Stresses 
Vigilance  Need 
Before  Air  Cadets 

W.  Clean  Skousen,  director  of 
alumni  and  public  services,  spoke 
to  Wing  I of  the  AFROTC  de- 
tachment in  the  Manavu  Ward 
chapel  last  Thursday  afternoon. 

Speaking  of  the  task  of  the 
FBI  in  undercover  work  before 
the  last  war,  and  of  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  citizens  of  the  coun- 
try to  remain  vigilent,  Mr.  Skou- 
sen related  experiences  relative 
to  the  cracking  of  the  German 
spY  .network  in  the  U.  S.  prior 
to  World  War  II.  He  gave  a step 
by  step  report  of  FBI  activities 
during  that  period,  showing  how 
counter-intelligence  had  contrib- 
uted to  the  successful  culmina- 
tion of  the  war  effort. 

He  concluded  his  address  with 
an  admonishment  that  the  “peo- 
ple of  the  U.  S.  must  not  believe 
that  this  nation  cannot  be  de- 
feated,” and  he  stressed  the  ne- 
cessity of  intelligent  vigilance.

Words  and  Music,  a 15  minute 
literary  program,  is  being  pre- 
sented by  Jean  Warner  over 
KBYU  each  Tuesday  at  7 p.m.

The  textbook  department  in  the 
Student  Service  Center  is  in  its 
ordering  stage  for  spring  quar- 
ter. 

Previous  to  every  new  quarter 
the  bookstore  must  order  and 
stock  the  books  to  be  used  for 
the  coming  classes. 

Before  the  department  can  be- 
gin its  ordering,  they  must  se- 
cure an  authorized  statement 
from  the  teachers  on  the  num- 
ber and  title  of  books  they  want 
and  the  number  of  students  they 
are  expecting  in  their  class.

spirit  and  desire  to  succeed,  and 
in  spite  of  their  handicaps  they 
have  become  practically  normal 
in  their  college  activities.

According  to  the  professors 
who  have  these  students  fli  clas- 
ses, they  are  doing  a good  job 
of  compensating  for  their  handi- 
cap. Trying  to  live  a normal  life 
with  a handicap  that  is  apparent 
to  the  public  is  no  easy  job,  but 
it  is  a task  that  can  be  accom- 
plished. The  six  CP  students  at 
Brigham  Young  University  are 
the  best  evidence  in  the  world 
for  that.

Our  recipe  is  a macaroni  loaf, 
a whole  meal  with  meat  included 
which  can  be  whipped  up  in  spare 
moments  (and  I use  the  term 
advisedly)  and  filed  away  for 
future  reference. 

1 teaspoon  salt 

3 quarts  boiling  water 

6 ounces  elbow  maraconi(?) 

1 cup  bread  crumbs 

1 cup  milk 

3/  cup  grated  American 
cheese 

1 teaspoon  salt 

2 eggs,  beaten 

3/  cup  ground,  cooked  meat 

1 tablespoon  chopped  onion. 

Add  one  teaspoon  salt  to  ac- 
tively boiling  water.  Gradually 
add  macaroni  and  boil  until  ten- 
der (about  8 minutes).  Drain  and 
rinse.  While  macaroni  is  cooking, 
combine  crumbs,  milk,  cheese,  on- 
ion, 1 teaspoon  salt,  and  eggs. 
Fold  in  macaroni.  Pour  half  the 
mixture  into  greased  pan, 
sprinkle  meat  on  part  of  the  mac- 
aroni, then  add  the  other  part. 
Bake  in  moderate  oven  (350°  F.) 
1 hour.

Captain  Arnold  Wilson  of  the  Cougars  showed  more  of  his  win- 
ning ways  as  he  pinned  his  opponent  to  start  the  evening’s  activities 
off,  Reed  Weight  won  his  bout  by  forfeit  and  Lowell  Thorstensen 
decisioned  his  opponent.  Next  up,  Gary  Rollins  won  a decision  from 
his  man  to  give  the  Cats  a clean  sweep  of  the  lower  weights. 

Jim  Porter  decisioned  his  Ute  opponent.  Then  the  wrestling 
fans  got  a look  at  the  man  who  led  Utah  to  a very  successful 
football  season,  Don  Rydalch  as  he  met  Mark  Hafen  of  the  Y in  the 
167  pound  class.  This  bout  was  about  the  most  evenly  matched  of 
the  evening  with  Rydalch  winning  a close  decision.  % 

In  the  177  pound  class  Lonnie  Badger  had  quit  for  the  season 
due  to  difficulties  in  classwork  and  Milo  Bauer  substituted  for  him 
and  was  pinned  by  the  captain  of  the  Ute  aggregation,  Fred  Drayer, 
then  big  George  Bowman  and  Charles  “Tiny”  Grant  met  in  the 
heavyweight  division.  It’s  a pretty  well  known  fact : that  Grant  has 
very  little  talent  as  a wrestler  but  he  has  never  been  defeated  in  a 
match,  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  he  uses  sheer  weight  to  subdue 
his  opponent. 

“Tiny”  On  Top 

Bowman  kept  him  going  for  a while  but  .he  relaxed  once  and 
ended  up  on  his  back  with  “Tiny”  on  top  of  him,  resulting  in  the 
final  five  points  for  the  Redskins. 

In  the  past  there  has  never  been  too  much  of  a following  of 
the  wrestling  squad,  but  there  should  be,  because  it  is  one  of  the 
most  interesting  sports  on  tap  in  colleges.  Many  people  have  the 
idea  that  college  wrestling  is  just  like  professional  wrestling,  but 
whereas  professional  is  nothing  but  a big  show,  college  wrestling  is  a 
test  of  skill  and  endurance  the  same  as  most  other  sports.

On  the  current  rage  of  basketball.  Due  to  inconsistency  of  play, 
the  hopes  of  the  Cougars  of  at  least  sharing  in  top  honors  for  the 
Skyline  this  season  are  all  but  put  out,  due  to  their  loss  last  Sat- 
urday night  to  the  University  of  Utah  Redskins  in  the  fieldhouse. 
It  was  the  first  time  since  1952  that  the, Cougars  had  been  defeated 
at  home  and  it  was  the  Utes  that  did  the  trick  then  too. 

The  game  was  dotted  with  some  extremely  questionable  officiat- 
ing but  there  also  was  some  unsportsmanlike  playing  on  the  part 
of  both  teams.  Dean  Larsen,  the  conference’s  leading  scorer  did  his 
share  by  scoring  19  points  and  his  running  mate,  Tom  Karren,  added 
16,  but  from  there,  there  was  relatively  little  support  from  the  Cats 
offensively  or  defensively. 

The  game  was  about  as  close  as  a game  could  be  up  until  the 
last  of  the  final  quarter  when  the  Utes  started  pouring  it  on  to  get 
their  total  of  70  points  to  drop  the  Cats  by  six  points  as  the  Cougars 
rolled  up  64  counters. 

In  order  for  the  Y to  get  into  the  top  spotlight  they’ve  got  to 
win  all  of  their  remaining  games  and  Colorado  A&M  has  got  to  fail 
to  win  their  remaining  three  games,  not  counting  Wyoming  who  has 
got  to  stumble  over  one  or  two  too.  Let’s  hope  the  near  impossible 
can  happen  and  the  team  can  get  a little  more  consistent  in  their 
play. 

Fieldhouse  Soon  To  Be  Scene 
Of  Largest  M-Men  Tourney

March  second  is  the  opening 
date  for  the  32nd  annual  All- 
Church  M-Men  Basketball  Tour- 
nament, which  will  be  played  in 
the  BYU  Fielhouse.  This  tourney, 
the  largest  basketball  tourney  in 
the  world,  had  its  beginning  in 
\ 1923  and  has  an  unbroken  31  year 
string. 

Winning,  that  first  tourney 
back  in  the  twenties  was  the 
20th  Ward  of  the  Ensign  Stake 
in  Salt  Lake  City.  Last  year’s 
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victor  was  the  Brigham  Fourth 
Ward  of  the  North  Box  Elder 
Stake  in  Brigham  City. 

As  may  be  expected,  Utah 
teams  have  dominated  the  tour- 
ney, having  won  21  times.  Cali- 
fornia teams  have  won  six  times. 
It  was  the  Glendale  Ward  of 
the  Glendale  Stake  in  California 
which  in  1933  finally  broke  Utah’s 
complete  domination.  Since  that 
time,  nine  of  the  tourneys  have 
been  won  by  out-of-Utah  teams. 

Utah  teams  suffered  a five  year 
drouth  from  1939  to  1942.  During 
this  period  the  tourney  was  won 
three  times  by  Wyoming  teams, 
twice  by  California  teams.  Groups 
from  the  Cowboy  state  have  won 
the  tournament  four  times. 

In  1939,  the  practice  of  giving 
a trophy  to  the  team,  with  the 
best  display  of  sportsmanship 
came  into  being.  The  Lovell  West 
Ward  of  the  Big  Horn  Stake  in 
Wyoming  won  that  trophy,  as 
well  as  the  one  in  1940.  Last 
year’s  Sportsmanship  Trophy 
winner  was  the  Edgehill  Ward 
of  the  Hillside  Stake  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  the  same  team  which  had 
won  this  honor  two  years  pre- 
vious. Minersville  Ward  of  the 
Beaver  Stake  possessed  this  co'v- 
eted  award  in  1952.  The  Lovell 
West  Ward  won  both  the  tourna- 
ment and  the  Sportsmanship 
Trophy  in  1940.

Cats  Top  Utah 
In  Ute  Tepee 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (Special) — 
With  the  leading  scorer  of  the 
Skyline  Conference,  Dean  Lar- 
sen, ringing  the  bell  for  29  points, 
Brigham  Young  came  from  be- 
hind to  defeat  Utah,  85-76  here 
Friday  night  before  a sellout 
crowd  in  the  Ute  Fieldhouse. 

The  onsurging  Cougars,  who 
were  six  points  in  arrears  at 
halftime,  came  back  fighting  af- 
ter intermission  to  overrun  the 
exasperated  Utes.  It  took  the 
Cats  the  first  two  quarters  and 
the  opening  minutes  of  the  "third 
to  gain  a lead,  but  after  Larsen’s 
jump  shot  gave  them  a 44-43 
lead  at  that  point,  they  ran  away 
with  the  game. 

Larsen,  6-1  senior  from  Mesa, 
Ariz.,  snared  high  point  honors, 
followed  by  BYU  forward  Tom 
Karren  with  23,  Utah  center  Al- 
ton Lewise  with  17,  and  Cougar 
pivotman  Nick  Mateljan  with  16. 

The  Redskins  grabbed  a quick 
lead  at  the  outset  of  the  con- 
test, and  were  ahead  21-16  at  the 
quarter. 

Lewis,  the  6-5  Redskin  center, 
scored  two  tip-ins  and  a hook  at 
the  beginning  of  the  second  stan- 
za to  pull  the  Utes  way  out  in 
front  to  27-16,  the  biggest  lead 
either  team  held  all  evening.  The 
teams  fought  each  other  basket 
for  baskt  with  BYU  gaining  slow- 
ly but  surely  and  walking  ctff  the 
floor  at  the  half  facing  a 42-36 
deficit. 

Second  Half  Comeback 

Bespectacled  BYU  guard  Sherm 
Crump  canned  a set  and  jump 
shot  as  the  third  quarter  opened, 
then  Mateljan’s  two  foul  shots 
and  Larsen’s  aforementioned 
jump  shot  to  put  the  Cats  out 
in  front  to  stay.  Near  the  end  of 
the  quarter,  Utah  came  with- 
in two  points  at  55-53,  but  bas- 
kets by  Larsen  and  Mateljan 
made  the  count  59-53  when  the 
period  ended. 

The  Cougar  machine  worked 
like  a charm  during  the-  final 
quarter,  with  Larsen  and  Karren 
continuously  driving  through  the 
Redskin  defense.  Whenever  eith- 
er Larsen’s  or  Karren’s  man 
gave  him  an  inrh,  the  Cougar  for- 
wards took  a mile  and  went  right 
in  and  up  for  two  points,  and 
the  discouraged  Utes  fouled  away 
their  dim  hope  for  victory. 

Remaining  Cat  Tilts 
Expected  to  Bring 
Capacity  Crowds 

Sellout  crowds  in  excess  of  10,- 
000  fans  each  were  predicted 
by  Floyd  Taylor,  BYU  ticket 
manager,  for  Brigham  Young 
University’s  two  remaining  bas- 
ketball games  on  the  Y floor. 

What  few  tickets  are  left  for 
these  crucial  games,  Taylor  said, 
went  on  sale  Friday  morning 
at  9 a.m.  in  the  fieldhouse  ticket 
office. 

A block  of  some  360  general 
admission  tickets  in  the  new 
north  and  south  seating  sections 
went  on  sale  for  three  remain- 
ing games  at  that  time.

Cougars  Drop 
Home  Game 

The  roof  fell  in.  That  is  all  one 
could  say  happened  last  Satur- 
day .night  in  the  Brigham  Young 
fieldhouse,  as  the  Utah  invaders 
took  the  limelight  with  a 70-64 
victory  over  the  sons  of  Brigham 
Young. 

If  it  was  not  the  roof  which 
fell  in,  it  was  the  many  points 
that  the  Redskins  dropped 
through  the  hoops.  Led  by  the 
sharp  shooting  of  forward  Mor- 
ris Buckwalter,  who  netted  15, 
the  Utes  hit  for  30  per  cent  of 
their  shots,  which  was  enough  to 
drop  the  Cougars  on  their  home 
floor  for  the  first  time  in  many  a 
year.  It  was  only  the  Cougars’ 
third  loss  since  the  fieldhouse 
was  opened  in  1951. 

The  Utes 'got  away  to  a quick 
lead  in  the  opening  period,  as 
Alden  Lewis  made  good  on  two 
jump  shots  to  put  the  redmen 
in  a lead  that  was  never  lost.. 

The  Cougars,  mainly  with  the 
aid  of  Dean  Larsen  and  Tom 
Karren,  tried  gamely  to  get  back 
into  the  ball  game,  but  the  Ute 
defense  kept  the  Cats  out  of  the 
range  of  the  basket. 

See-saw  Battle 

See-sawing  back  and  forth  dur- 
ing the  first  halt,  the  BYU  five 
narrowed  the  winners’  margin 
near  the  end  of  the  second  quar- 
ter, when  a couple  of  two-point- 
ers by  Dave  Lewis  brought  the 
Cougars  within  one  of  the  Utes, 
23-24. 

Karren  made  use  of  a foul  shot 
to  tie  the  score  at  24  all,  and  a 
few  minutes  later  Lewis  potted 
his  sixth  point  of  the  quarter. 
Buckwalter  of  Utah  promptly 
erased  that  with  one  of  his  own, 
as  the  half  ended  with  the  Utes 
ahead  32-29. 

Amidst  the  cheers  of  the  9,778 
fans  gathered  — which  is  a new 
Fieldhouse  attendance  record — 
the  Cougars  started  the  second 
half  with  fire  in  their  eyes.  Lar- 
sen and  Karren  traded  shots  to 
keep  the  Cats  in  the  fight,  and 
when  the  two  were  not  adding  to 
the  total  the  rest  of  BY  and  Co. 
were  putting  them  through. 

But,  the  Utahns  were  not  idle 
either  as  Eddie  Pepple  and  Gor- 
don Jensen  guided  points  in  the 
direction  of  the  nets  to  bolster 
the  Ute  total.  With  Karren  tip- 
ping in  two,  the  third  quarter 
ran  out  with  the  score  still  in 
favor  of  the  Salt  Lakers,  50-47. 

The  final  period? saw  the  Utes 
keeping  the  ball  away  from  the 
Cats’  clutches  to  cling  onto  their 
slim  lead.  To  further  hinder  the 
Cougar  cause,  Karren  fouled  out 
to  leave  the  load  on  Larsen’s 
shoulders.  But  the  Cougar  star 
came  through  with  19  markers  to 
lead  the  scorers  for  the  night.
